T h e best time to ta k e a farm In­ 
ventory is when the least figuring fins 
to he 4one. 
For general crop and 
stock farms, this is usually between 
J a nua r y 1 and when the spring work 
starts. 
F o r poultry farms, the best 
time to take it probably is just a fte r 
the pullets have been put in winter 
q uarters. 
For those who have to com­ 
ply with the income ta x regulations, 
J a nua r y 1 Is the host date. 
No specific date is set for taking 
such an inventory , but any convenient 
time will do if ft is taken approx i­ 
mately the same time each y ear, ac­ 
cording to the farm managem ent de­ 
p a rtm e nt of the New York State Col­ 
lege of Agriculture at Ithaca. N. Y. 
T h e inventory should include rmil 
estate, 
horses, 
cattle, 
sheep, 
hogs, 
poultry , farm tools and eq uipment, and 
supplies on hand such as hay . straw, 
g rain and silage.

conservative 
estim ate of what an animal or a r ­ 
ticle would sell for, with a reason­ 
able length of time in which to dis­ 
pose of it, is the best basis.

property , list other asse ts such as lib 
ertv 
bonds, certificates of indebted­ 
ness, receivable bills and cash. Shares 
of stock in corporation* should be in­ 
cluded at market value. 
Afler Inventory ing all resources, list 
debts such as mortgages, r otes, and 
bills owed, Including with the notes 
and mortgages the da te s of maturity . 
After a complete list of all that 
is owed is made, m a k e a summary 
showing the total value of each kind 
of farm property . 
Compute the total 
resources, and 
from this subtract the total liabilities. 
This, then, represents the net 
wo rth 
or the true financial standing.
